Mr.  Chairmsii,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  'olie  people  of  tl:ie  District,  and  the  ¥/ork  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  1966* 


In  the  field  of  employment  boom  conditions  prevailed  In 
^he  earlier  part  of  the  j'-ear  (up  to  August)  ^ v;ith  very  Ioy^  unemployment 
registers. 

In  July  the  Chancellor  of  the  Enchecjuer  made  certain  adjustments  to  the 
Rational  economy,  and  the  effect  of  these  began  to  be  felt  in  Oannock  in 
September- 

From  then  onwards  there  v/as  an  upsurge  in  short  time  working  at 
engineering  factories,  and  ’this  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  has  also  been  a gradi.al  increase  in  the  number  of  totally 
unemployed. 


The  number  of  families  in  Cannock  Urban  District  who  \7ere 
under  tlie  Co  ordinated  care  of  various  health  and  v/elfare  agencies,  wets 
twenty -three  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

During  tlie  year  seven  more  such  families  Were  added  to  the  list,  so 
tliat  they  might  receive  help  and  supervision, 

Cn  the  other  hand  five  families  had  so  Improved  that  they  vrere  managing 
their  affairs  vrell  enougli  to  justify  removal  of  their  names  from  the 
register. 


it  the  end  of  tlie  year  the  total  on  the  registc:L- 


Ho  cases  arose  during  the  year,  Yfhich  required  the  use  of 
Section  17  of  national  Assistance  Act  for  compulsory  remova.1  of  aged 
and  infim  persons  to  'Xjn^tl.tutiorial  care. 

Such  cases  are  becoming  less  common  0.3  domiciliary  services  for  "^e 
aged  are  now  v/idely  established,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  anyone  in  need 
would  escape  the  notice  of  social  security,  Yrelf'are,  and  health  offtcex-a, 
•whose  duties  cause  them  to  be  out  and  abc^it  on  the  '•'•*'• 


Hospital  beds  for  the  elderly  chronic  sick  were  sbill  bard  to 
come  by.  Quite  often  the  waiting  period  for  a bed  seems  unreasonably 
long  to  relatives  and  friends,  but  this  is  due  to  the  special  circumstances 
of  this  kind  of  hospital  seiwice. 

Discharges  are  infrequent,  and  patients  may  occupy  beds  for  very  long 
periods. 

]>uring  the  year  fourteen  men  and  sexteen  women  who  v/ere  aged,  but  not 
sickj^were  adtiitted  from  cut  District  into  homes  for  old  people. 


The  figures  which  comprise  the  Vital  Statistics  are 
satisfactory,  both  as  conpared  -^.Tith  previous  years,  and  with  the 
national  average  figures. 


Births  exceeded  deaths  by  385 

The  still  birth  rate  was  the  same  as  the  National  average,  and  tv/0 
siibstantially  tire  figures  prevailing  in  this  District  up  tq^yearaag 


There  vras  one  maternal  death,  tiiat  of  an  Indian  -woman,  v/hich  took 
place  in  hospital. 

As  maternal  deatl-i  rates  generally  are  now  so  lo’w,  this  single  dea-th, 
set  against  over  population  of  50,000,  gay-o  a maternal  deatli  rate  four 
times  greater  tlian  -tlie  National  average. 

The  Ii-ifant  mortality  rate  v^as  just  above  "the  National  average  figure. 

One  fev/er  infant  dea-tli  \70uld  have  broT.ight  us  level. 

It  really  does  depend  on  how  many  very  prema-bure  babies  are  bom,  some 
so  early  and  so  small  a.s  to  have  no  real  chance  of  survival,  and  upon  „ 
the  incidence  of  congenital  abnormalities  Viiaich  are  incompa-tlible  v/ith 
lii'e. 


There  -^vas  one  leukaei-aia  death  in  the  age  group  4 -weeks  to  3 mon-ths  , 
and  there  also  deatli  v/as  inevitable. 


It  is  to  be  borne  in  ndnd  -that  virus  infections  are  not  controlled 
by  antibiotics  or  chemo-tlierapy,  and  -tliat  such  infections  account 
for  a considerable  proportion  of  infant  deaths  from  infections » 
Until  effective  treatments  fro  these  conditions  come  along,  tlie 
figures  for  deaths  from  such  causes  are  not  likely  to  improve 
dramatically. 


There  were  552  deaths  in  -the  District,  giving  an  actual 
death  rate  of  11.03  per  thousand. 

For  comparative  purposes  this  actual  figure  has  to  be  multiplied  by 
a "comparablility  fact-ir”,  and  v/hen  this  is  done  our  dea-th  rate  for 
1966  became  12,13,  and  could  then  be  fairly  compared  Tdth  "heal-th 
resorts"  -where  the  high  population  of  retired  persons  gives  a high 
actual  rate,  and  a lov/  "comparativ*^"  rate. 

The  causes  of  death  presented  nothing  unasual. 

The  majority  (vrcll  ever  half  the  total)  were  due  to  diseases  of  -the 
heart  and  vessels,  and  most  of  these  occurred  at  advanced  ages. 

Cancer  -was  the  second  cemmonest  cause  of  death,  but  at  15,94  pei*  cent 

of  the  total,  a long  vra.y  behind,  i,e,  it  caused  one  death  in  six. 

Bronchitis  was  certified  as  the  cause  of  death  in  'J,2€  per  cent  of 

cases,  but  one  must  bear  in  mind  -that  many  of  these  too  v/ore  at  advanced 

ages,  and  it  may  be  difficult  to  decide  vhich  of  a constellation  of 
degenerative  conditions  actually  deteimincs  dea-th* 

The  number  of  dca-tlis  from  accidents  remains  fairly  constant  from 
year  -to  year  at  about  3 per  cent* 

Dee-ths  from  pneunonia  occurred  mostly  in  persons  of  advanced  years 
One  must  die  aometiiio,  and  the  ages  at  death  show  -that  here  too 
xindcrlying  cause  ./as  old  age. 

In  this  cormection  one  may  note  tlmt  the  notifications  of  pneumonia 
wore  four,  -.hilc  "tiio  dea-ths  f rcmpicumonia  -vrcre  19« 

As  all  of  tlie  notified  coses  recovered,  one  must  conclude  that 
pneumonia  on  -the  dca-fch  certificate  is  a tormiioal  pnonomenon  in 
death  from  g<;ni.rrJ.  onfocblcmcnt  in  -the  aged. 


The  re  v/cro  no  coses  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year 

Peurtoen  cases  of  dyse-ntery  v/crc  notified  - scattered  in  time 
thro-ughout  the  year,  and  JLn  gcogrophiool  distribution  -throughout 
the  district.  Five  'wore  confimed  boctoriologicolly,  -2-

Two  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  come  from  one  practitioner.. 
Nothing  untowa?rd  developed  in  ei'blier  case. 

Two  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neomatorum  came  from  the  same  source, 
and  here  again  no  trouble  ensued. 

There  was  one  isolated  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis  in  a male 
infant  of  one  montiu 

Tv^'enty  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  isolated  at  hc’iiieo. 

The  premptuse  of  penicillin  in  these  cases  produces  not  only  a 
rapid  clinical  recovery,  but  also  an  earlynon-inf ective  state,  which 
leaves  little  room  for  hospitalisation. 

Measles  was  moderately  prevalent  (378  cases). 

The  cases  occurred  mostly  in  June  in  the$)rm  of  an  epidemic  wave 
vdiich  began  in  February  and  was  over  by  September, 


0nl3r  fifteen  cases  of  wh:>oping  cough  ware  notified. 

It  is  to  be  e:xpected  that  this  figure,  small  as  it  is,  ¥/ill  be 
improved  upon  in  the  future,  as  most  children  now  receive  triple 
vaccine  betide  en  the  ages  of  three  and  six  months. 

There  vrere  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 


Seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  and  six  cases 
wore  transferx’ed  into  the  district. 

However  these  additions  were  balanced  by  3 deaths,  by  1 case 
transferred  out,  and  by  11  cures. 

At  tile  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  was  l67o 


Routine  checks  on  v/ater  supplies,  and  upon  food 
stuffs  were  carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfs-ctory,  and 
those  on  food  showed  only  some  minor  deviations  from  required 
standards. 


During  the  year  the  Gouncil  built  112  houses  and 

66  bungalows. 

257  houses  and  81  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


The  annual  report  provides  occasion  andqpportunity 
to  give  thanks  to  the  staff  for  friendly  co-operation  and  pleasant 
relationships  at  T/ork,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Authority  for 
■their  interest  and  support.

Foul  sewerage  '.vithin  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combined 
s^'stem  and  prjrtly  on  tiie  separc.te  system.  Since  194-6  practically 
all  development  has  been  on  the  separate  basis.  Sewerage  schemes 
over  the  last  fev/  years  have  eliminated  practically  all  the  cess- 
pits and  generally  the  foul  sev/erage  system  may  be  considered 
inadequate . 

Tile  area  of  the  district  was  extended  on  tlie  1st  April, 1 966 
to  include  Norton  Canes,  fomerly  part  of  Broymhills  Urban 
Dis'crict  Council.  As  yet  it  has  not  been  possible  to  assess  the 
adequacy  of  the  sevrerage  system.  The  se'vvage  works  is  obviously 
overloaded  though  a big  improvement  in  this  effluent  has  been 
achieved  since  talce  over  by  the  introduction  of  nev;'  methods  of 
operation,  A new  recorder  is  to  be  installed  in  March  of  this 
year  a£d,  vaicn  flo\/  figures  are  available,  I shall  be  able  to 
determine  thi^  size  of  the  extensions  required. 

The  condition  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  has  been  investigated 
ov/ing  to  the  proposed  development  of  approximately  65O  houses 
on  a site  off  Moss  Road.  It  has  been  fomid  tliat  it  vd.ll  be 
necessary  to  renew  the  section  bet\'reen  the  Bridges  at 
Old  Hednesford  Road,  and  Ha-wkes  Green  immediately.  Further 
vrorks  vd.ll  also  be  required  at  a later  date.  Work  should  be 
commenced  dviring  the  next  financial  year  on  this  first 
section  which  will  be  of  36  inch  diameter. 

The  main  Sevra.go  Treatment  Works  locaxed  off  Longford  Bead, 
Cannock  serves  the  whole  of  the  district  with  the  exception  of 
nine  houses  at  Chestall  whiePT  are  served  by  'the  Chestall  Works 
er.d  the  recently  acquired  Norton  Canes  area  viiich  is  served  by 
the  Norton  Canes  Works  mentioned  above. 

The  Main  '/orks  treats  a dry  weather  flow  of  approximately 
2,2  million  gallons  per  day  raid  utilised  sedimentation  tanks, 
baotcd-ial  filter  beds  humus  tanlcs  and  sludge  drying  beds.  A 
recirculations  scheme  is  in.  continuous  operation,  iin  adjunct 
to  the  Main  So*. /age  works  is  the  Grr.ss  Plot  Effluent  Treatment 
System.  A scheme  for  further  extensions  and  for  sludge 
disposal  is  being  presented  to  the  Minister  very  sliortly 
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DUSTBINS  " scheme  under  the  Public  Health  Act  is  c ojrried  out  for  the 

provision  and  maintenance  of  dustbins.  This  scheme  commenced  in 
19A0  oud  has  alivays  been  very  popular  and  of  immense  value,  An 
annual  charge  of  5/Od,  • recoverable  vd.th  the  general  rate,  is  made 
for  each  dustbin.  3y  the  end  of  I966  22,920  dustbins  had  been 
supplied  including  944-  in  tlie  last  yeox,  of  v/hich  337  weie  renewals .

The  TO  lie  cf  Rodent  Control  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
by  the  Rodent  Operator  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.

Complaiiits  were  received  from  323  premises  ond  after 
ii'iVestigations  appropriate  action  v/as  taken.  Purther  infestations 
\7ere  discovered  during  routine  surveys  and  suitabljr  deoAt  vd-th. 

The  baiting  and  poisoning  of  the  sev/ers  in  this  district 
continued,  together  v/ith  regular  treatment  of  tips  and  like 
places  as  necessary.

MOVIIABLS  SWELLINGS 


The  Council's  two  residential  caravan  sites,  providing  standings  for 
A''  d-''"ellings,  have  been  fullj^  occupied  throughout  this  year,  with  always  a 
waiting  list  of  applicants.  A site  for  32  caravans  is  situated  at  Cannock 
and  one  for  12  at  Pye  Green.  At  these  sites,  all  dwellings  have  their  own 
water  closet;  electricity  is  laid  on,  individual  taps,  sinks  are  provided 
and  drainage  is  to  the  sewer. 

One  private  site  is  licensed,  providing  standings  for  a further 
21  caravans  this  site  too  has  facilities  similar  to  those  on  the 
Council's  sites. 


IWESTIGiiTIOL  OF  ATI-IOSPHERIC  POUxUriOlT 

Work  in  connection  with  the  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution  has 
continued  throughout  the  year.  One  combined  Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric 
Sulnhur  Dioxide  Apparatus  have  been  in  use  in  the  town  centre  all  tlirough 
the* year,  and  a second  apparatus,  about  a mile  from  the  town,  was  brought 
into  operation  in  September. 

Ijvery  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  abatement  or  reduction  of  smoke, 
and  similar  emissions.
